German Story of Raid on London. 

BERLIN, Nov. 7.—{By Wireless to Say~ 
ville, N. ¥.)}—Serious material damage 
was done in London and the metropolitan 
district by the Zeppelin bomhardment of 
Oct. 13, according to information ob- 
tained from an authoritative military 
source here. 
The raid was vastly more effective than 
any of those which preceded it. Not only 
were several docks demaged but ware- 
houses were burned and same of the ships 
hit are said to have been destroyed. 
The Woolwich arsenal, it is claimed, 
was struck and some of the machinery 
destroyed. 

Docks Damaged. 

‘It ts aseerted that the London docks 
were effectively bombed, as were the East 
India docks where a big warehouse was 
burned. The Tower of London and the. 
Tower Bridge were bombarded. 
The city proper and the newsPaper 


Post building’ being damaged. Many 
buildings were demolished in St. George, 
Lehmann, Liverpool, Moorgate, and 
Minores streets, Ohancery Lane, Bishops- 
gate, and Oldgate. In some places entire 
blocks are said to havé been wiped out. 
{A statement issued by the British of- 
ficial press bureau efter ihe raid of Oct. 
18, said thet fifty-five persons were 
killed and 114 injured by the bomberd- 
ment. It wes admitted that some houses 
were damaged and several fires started, 
but the assertion was made that no seri- 
ous damage was done to omy ma-

Washington, D. C., Nov. 7.—[Spe 
cial.)—President Wilson's long await- 
ed protest against the British block-

It 
was presented to the British foreign 
office by Ambassador Page last week. 
The note, though generalizing the 
iniquities of the British embargo on 


many and neighboring neutral coun- 
tries, is the longest in the history of 
American diplomacy and the mildest 
of major importance addressed to the 
belligerents in the present war.

STATEMENT OF U. S. ATTITUDE. 
The note is not as aggressive as those 
which were dispatched to Germany. It 
does, however, make this definite state- 
ment of the attitude of America: 

The United States, therefore, 
cannot submit to the curtailment of 
its neutral rights by these measures, 
which are admittedly retaliatory, 
and therefore illegal, in conception 
| and in mature, and intended to pun- 
ish the enemies of Great Britain for 
alleged illegalities on their part. 

The United States might not bein 
a position to object to them if its in- 
terests and the interests of all neu- 
trals were unaffected by them, but, 
being affected, it cannot with com- 
placence suffer further subordina- 
tion of its rights and interests to the 
plea that the exceptional geographic 
positions of the enemies of Great 
Britam require or justify oppres- 
sive and illegal practices. 


INSISTS LAW BE OBEYED. 

The government of the United 
States desires, therefore, to impress 
most earnestly upon his majesty’s 
government that it must insist that 
the relations between it and his» 
majesty’s government be governed, 
not by a policy of expediency, but 
by those established rules of inter- 
national conduct upon which Great 
Britain in the past has held the 
United States to account when the 
latter nation wes a belligerent en- 
gaged in a struggle for national! ex- 
ietence. 

It is of the highest importance to 

neutrals not only of the present day 
but of the future that the principles 
of international right be maintained 
unimpaired, 
NOT TO RECOGNIZE BLOCKADE, 
The note, referring to Great Brit- 
ain’s “paper blockade” of Germany, 
says: : 

It is incumbent upon the United 
States government, therefore, to 
give the British government ac 
tice that the blockade, which they 
claim to have instituted under the 
order in council of March 11, can- 
not be recognized as a legal block- 
ade by the Unitec States.

Although he made some vitriolie re- 
marks about the parade, the mayor told 
the reporters after his speech he had not 
seen it. He motored to Kenilworth with 
his wife early in the afternoon and re- 
turned in time to attend the church serv- 
ices. 

“If those people,” he said, referring 
to the promoters of the parade, ‘‘ want to 
battle, Thompson will accept the lead- 
ership on the side of law and order. If 
we are defeated it will not be such a bad 
thing as far as I am concerned, but it 
will be bad because the cause of law and 
‘order has been defeated. 

“ They had a great parade today—great 
possibly innumbers. That's the only way 
I'd call it great. I had great difficulty 
in pinning them down to what was the 
‘purpose of the parade. If it was a pro- 
test against law enforcement, it was an- 
archistic. If it was a protest against the 
law itself, they had a right to make it. 


Injury to Saloot Men. 
“This agitation has embittered a large 
number of people against the liquor in- 
terests, who have not previously been 
against them. Of course, the Sunday 
closing order ‘has hurt the saloonkeeper 
financially. But I don’t think there was 
ever a case before where 7,152 men have 
conformed to a law as these 7,152 saloon- 
keepers have conformed to the Sunday 
closing law. There were oniy technical 
violations. I couldn't find one place for 
revoking a license.” 
It is the practice at the People’s Forum 
to permit members of the audience to 
question the speaker at the close of his 
“Did you pledge yourself not to en- 
ferce the law?" wae eaked. 

Explains His Pledge. 
“No,” was the emphatic response, 
“Let me add this explanation: I did 
sign that pledge. I think William Hale 
| Thompson when he signed that pledge 
made a mistake, and he is big enough to 
stand here and admit it.” 
A woman inquired about the garment 
strike, and the mayor declared he would 
give the strikere no help “ unless they 
beheved themselves."’

The United Societies’ demonstration 
yesterday against Mayor Thompson's 
Sunday closing order was the largest, and 
in many sespects the most spectacular, 
street parade held in Chicago in recent 
yéars. | 

So far as numbers go it was three times 
as large as Mayor Thompson's prosperity 
parade on the day of his inauguration, 
and than five times as large as the 
recent “ ejb" parade that welcomed the 
mayor home from California. 


“Melting Pot” Out in Force. 
It was, too, one of the most remark- 
able demonstrations of Chicago’s “‘ meit- 
ing pot” product known in the city’s 
whole history. 
Some thirty nationalities participated 
in the pageant, attended with all the 
pomp and pageantry of a great military 
review. 
None but the expert Hnguists could 
translate the numerous banners and, 
legends. The German legends were in 
the great majority, but in most every 
tongue in the civilized world mottoes and 
‘names of societies were displayed to the 
enormous crowds that filled the thor- 
oughfares on the side lines. 
There was a great confusion of tongues 
as well as tunes. The European war 
spirit that has separated neighbor and 
friends throughout Chicago was drowned 
in the one Esperanto clash yesterday: 
“Home Rule and Personal Liberty!" 


War Hates Forgotten. 
“Tipperary” and “Die Wacht am 
Rhein ” collided a dozen times when the 
bands came too near each other. 

The Italian airs, Hungarian melodies, 
Scandinavian marching songs, Serbian. 
Roumanian, Irish, and even Belgian airs 
fille@ the city cafions for miles, and each 
strain, appealing to the martial ardor of 
the throngs, evoked noisy outbursts. 
But of all the many stirring scenes 
down Michigan boulevard, along which 
the weil marshaled hosts swung with al- 
most perfect step, one man stood ont 
above all the rest, striking a thrill into 
the breasts of the men and women in the 
reviewing stand that was like an electric 
shock. He was Alfred Wild, marshal of 
the north side division. And all he<did - 
was to hit up the goose step as he passed 
the stand! 

The Goose Step Makes a Hit. 

“ The goose step, the goose step!” was 
shouted from a hundred throats. The re- 
viewing stand crowd quickly arose and 
pointed to the magic step that provoked 
cheering on the part of the men and ap- 
plause by the women. 

As a spectacie it was one of the biggest 
things ever seen in Chicago's streets.

“Cap” Streeter held open house on 
hig liquid isiand near the .ake front 6ii 
day sunday.

S.rated their skill at “ holming a few 
beers." : 

The thirsty ones crowded into the brick 
fortreBs of Streeterv.lie through two 
doors, and succeeded in begging the 
“Cap” to slip a few bott.es through the 
j windows. It was the only open saloon 
in Chicago. 

“How many “bottles of beer aia you 
sell:stoday?” the captain was asked at 
3:30 yesierday. 

“ Over 400 casés so far,"’ was the reply.

At the captain’s esiimate of 400 cases, 
he soid 9.600 bottles at 15 cents a bottle, 
making his sales for the day total $1,440. 
He was so weighed down with cash that 
he finally seized a large beer tray and 
weed that as his cash register.

Wets.and Labor to Unite? 

Opposition to the seven school board ap- 
pointments is expected to come from the 
“wets” in an effort to embesrass the 
mayor, from union labor advocates 
who belleve the appointees are. not 
overly friendly to the Chicago Teachers’ 
federation and from the insurgents who 
believe a more thorough investigation of 
the qualifications of the trustees should 
be made.

There is the same irregularity in the 
field artillery: attached to the different 
divisions.

Of the twelve divisions only two have 
a battalion of engineers apiece.

Most women now know that chil- 
dren under two years of age must nét 
have measles, The death rate attiong 
such from measles is very high. Most 
mothers now know that they must be op 
the lookout to protect all their children, 
‘but especially their babies, agains

But how are they going to know when 
children have measies? Most. mothers 
know that measles ie most contagious 
before the eruption appears. What 
should make the mother of an 18 months 
old baby suspect that her older child 
has measies when the disease has not 
developed far enough to seriously endan- 
ger her baby? What should excite her 
suspicion? 

Firet of all is @ history of exposure 
nine to eleven dayé before the child began 
te complain. If a child thet hae not had 
measies twelve days after a known ex- 
posure begine to complain of any ache 
or pain or of being tired or is listless and 
dispowed to sleep or develope a cough the 
mother should grow suspicious. 

Then what should she do? She shoulé 
look In his mouth and examine his ton- 
sils, Small red spots om the inside of the 
cheeks appear several days before the 
eruption appears on the body. If the 
mother will carefully examine these spots 
under a strong light she will see a small 
bluish white dot in the center of each 
red spot. Red spots also appear on the 
tonslis several days before the skin erup- 
tion eppears. 

' Dre. Herman reports in the American 
Journal of Diseases of Children that in 
nearly every case he found these spots 
on the tonsils several 4aye before the 
skin eruption showed. In one case the_ 
tonsil spote were there nine days before 
the skin spots. In two cases they were 
there six days before, and in other cases 
they ranged down to as little as one day 
before. 

Several years ago the Minnesota boam 
of health announced that whenévef there 
was ‘an epidemic of measies in & town 
every child was required to come before 
the Inspector, with mouth wide open, at 
the beginning of.every school day.

| ARIS’ new Cerberus—namely: Gen; 
| Maunoury, who has sucteeded Gen. 
: Gallien! as military governor of the 
French capital and as commander 
of the metropolitan gafrison and 
district—has something Cyclopean about 
him. For the gallant veteran, who re 
ceived his first wounds when fighting as 
a young officer of artillery In the Franco- 
German war of 1870, was again wounded 
last September in the trenches tn the 
Alshe district, when he was struck in the 
face by the fragment of a shell, destroy- 
ing the sight of his right eye. 
Gen. Maunoury, Who halla from the 


before jy oir-et-Cher, with Which department his 


family hae been prominently identified for 
several centuries, had been on the retired 
list for some years, owing ‘to his having 
reached the statutory age limit, when the 
present war started. Although 68, he has 
retained so much vigor and elasticity of 
mind and of body that he at once volun- 
teered for active service in any capacity, 
even that of private, and was immediate- 
ly appointed to the task of organization 
of reserves. Soon, however, his old com- 
rade, Generalissimo Joffre, summoned 
him to assume the command of an army 
formed at Verdun, and he took part in all 
the early fighting, until assigned by 
Joffre to the task of organizing and com- 
manding the army that was destined, in 
the event of things turning out badly on 
thé Marne, to undertake the defense of 
~o= ‘ 
At the critical moment he swung this 
army of his on the German right along 
the Oureg, and notwithstanding the most 
terrible battering for days, finally precip- 
itated the general retreat of the Germans 
back to the Aisne. In fact, he is looked 
upon as one of the popular heroes of the 
present war. 

After 1870 he became professor of artil- 
lery at the great military college of St. 
Cyt, which is the counterpart of the 
American West Point, was then placed at 
the head of the great military. riding 
school of Fontainebleau, and after that 
made a professor at the Ecole Superieur 
de Guerre. Indéed, until he attained the 
rank of general and the command of the 
Fifteenth and later on of the Twentieth 
army corps, he spent moat of his military 
career, like that other successful com- 
mander of the present war, Gen. Foch, in 
teaching others, and in training those offi- 
cers to whom France is now indebted for 
the heroic defense of her territory, 
Maunoury is the most modest afidquiet - 
of men, utterly devoid of swagger or 
hauteur, whose whole manner suggests 
the regimental commander in the field, 
rather than the military student, ané who 
is Mterally worshiped by his soldiers, ow- 
ing to hig cheéry kindliness, his care for 
their welfare, and his persistence in shar- 
ing their dangers and hardships.

two months a year during a term of three 
years. In my opinion, one whole year’s 
continuous military training will produce 
@ more efficient citizen army and will leas 
disarrange the plan of dife of the men 
who are to constitute this army than to 
withdraw them frofm their callings two 
moaths each year.

5. Let the reserve army consist of all the | 
men who have completed « year Gf hon- 
orable service in the second branch and 
who have not been traneferred to the first 
branch. In five yearns we would have * 
reserve army of half a million men, And 
in ten years an army of double that size. 
It would be a citizens’ army, composed of 
men each one of whom would be follow- 
ing hie particular trade, profession of 
calling, yet possessing thorough military 
training and ready to give his service to 
the nation in case of emergency.

Telephone Girl's _ 
Death a Mystery. 


MISS EPFIE BETTS , 


Circumstances of the death yesterday 
of Effie Betts, a 17 year old telephone 
operator, puzzled the girl’s parents, the 
physician who attended her, and the po- 
lice. : 

Miss Betts, said by her mother, Mrs. 
Sarah Betts, to be an unusually health- 
ful girl, returned to her home at 2985, 
Bonaparte street, from work at the 
Franklin exchange of the Chicago Tele- 
phone company short‘y before 11 o'clock 
Saturday night. 

She complained of a pain in her left 
arm and side, and appeared to be fright- 
ened, according to Mrs. Betts. Dr. George 
Galloway of 3022 Archer avenue was 
summoned. He failed to determine the 
cause of the girl's illness. — 3 
Miss Betts died at 10 eelock yester- 
day mornifig. aoe 

“My daughter’s death is a mystery to 
me,”’ said Mrs. Betts last evening. “‘ Effie 
went to work at 6 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing. She didn’t eat anything at home. 
She came home at 10:45 and appeared to 
be nervous and frightened. I asked her 
what was the matter, and she said she 
had a pain in her left arm and the left 
side of her body. 

“| thought at first that she might have 
-been poisoned by something she had 
eaten at the private restaurant of the 
telephone company. The chief opera- 
tor came here this evening and said the 
girl had eaten mashed potatoes, meat, 
and bread. She said 500 other opera- 
tors were served the same course with 
no ill effects.” ! 

Dr. Galloway said he was puzzled at the 
girl's death. 

“I examined her,”’ said the physician, 
‘and I could not discover the source of 
her illness. She was unconscious all the 
time and I couldn't tell the nature of her 
ailment from a superficial examination. 
She may have died of ptomaine poison- 
ing.” eee

RAIL OFFICIALS 


SEE PROSPERITY 


Report Heavy Traffic; Previ- 


ous Statements Showed 
Losses in Earnings. 


New York. Nov. 7:.—For weeks past 
there has hardly been a day that has not 
witnessed the publication of one of the 
important annual reports of the rail- 
roads. To explain the hbeartbreaking 
losses in earnings each of those reports 
has dealt at great length with the coun- 
try-wide reaction in general business. 

Thus the remarks by railway presi- 
dents, now being widely published, bear 
out the gloomy predictions made from 
the housetops by reilroad officials dur- 
ing the endless freight rate campaigns 
of the last five years. 

Oniy a fortnight ago Illinois Central 
gave out its annual report of the twelve 
months ended June 30 last, showing a de- 
crease of no less than $4,173,000 in gross 
earnings. In his remarks to sharehold- 
ers President Markham said: “* Your 
company during the last year has suf- 
fered from the depression prevalent 
throughout the country, and this has been 
most pronounced on the lines south of the 
Ohio river.” 


Southern Traffic Picks Up. 

The following dispatch quoting Presi- 
dent Markham, who has just returned 
from an extensive inspection trip, sesys: 

“The south is smiling from the Ohic 
river to the gulf. Without any business 
as a direct result of the war, our traffic 
is increasing in all communities. Diver- 
sified farming in the south is bringing 
diversified traffic, which is moving fm all 
directions, making much more stable 
business than when cotton was the only 
crop, creating traffic one way.” 

R. 8S. Levett, chairman of the Union 
Pacific's board of directors, published 
hie annual report to shareholders on 
Sept. 20. That statement showed a de- 
crease Of $4,887,000 in gross earnings on 
top of the $1,423,000 loss reported exactly 
a@ year ago, compared with 1918. 

The following interview with him was 
telegraphed from Denver: 

“The railroad business is looking up. 
tn the west because of its grand crops 
and in the east because of great in- 


| dustrial activity. I believe this will con- 


tinue for a long time. Conditions gen- 
erally are improving outside of these 


causes and should continue to ‘mprove 


indefinitely.”’ 


Atchison Head Makes Report. 

In his 1915 annual report to Atchison 
shareholders published less than a month 
ago, President Ripley pointed out how the 
annual average income on the “ property 
investment” since 1896 had been only 4.9 
per cent, adding that “the earnings on the 
entire investment are now not much more 


-+» @ran 5 per cent per annum, etc.” 


A report from the west says the move- 


ment of grain during the month of Oc- 


tober at primary points was the largest on 
record; that new high records for freight 
car loadings were being made daily by 


Atchison, Burlington, and other competi- 
tive lines; that freight cars were growing 
scarcer day by day; that a rapid increase 


in westbound merchandise and other high 
rate freight was a feature of traffic; that 


many lines were working at full capac- 
ity, and that good business was in sight 


for some time to come. 
Chicago Dispatch Encouraging. 
Here is one dispatch received this week 
from Chicago, the country’s railroad cen- 


ter: 


‘* Traffic on the railroads throughout the 


west for October was the heaviest known 


for that month. Moreover, there is «4 
large tonnage in sight with good grounds 
for expecting the movement to continue 
heavy for some time to come.”’ 

To the foregoing news of the week must 


be added the figures given out by Penn- 


sylvania showing that all high record 
monthly net earnings were broken during 
September by the lines east of Pittsburgh. 
New York Central also reported this week 
large gains in both gross and net for Sep- 
tember. Alton. Atchison, Reading, Lack- 
awanna, and a number of other roads 
gave out statements showing gains. in 
both gross and net over the high records 
of 1913 as well as “1914. 

It is safe to predict toddy that it is only 
a question of a very short time until the 
railroads will report new high record 
gross earnings on a per mile basis,

EUROPEANS COMING TO U.S. 
TO BETTER TRADE OUTLOOK. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 7.—[Special. ]}— 
Two commissions, composed of govern- 
ment officials and business men from 
European countries, will reach the United 
States within a few days with the prim- 
ary purpose of arousing interest in the 
extension of reciprocal osmmoroia! rela- 
tions. 

A commissicn of French auaibine men, 
under the leadership of the secretary of 
the budget committee of the French 
chamber of deputies, is now due in New 
York with the iffa of devoting consider- 
able time to a study of general commer- 
cial conditions in the United States. 

The commission will visit Citicago and 
other leading cities of the country, not 
only to study American methods of busi- 
ness but also to extend the interest of 
Americans in French products and 
French markets. 

A similar commission, representing the 
Amsterdam chamber of commerce, is ex- 
pected to seil from Amsterdam on Nov. 
6, reaching the United States about me

The total number of fires and explosions 
publicly charged to this cause is about 
thirty, with a property loss estimated at

on. wat orders. Nevertheléss, there is 


scarcely a company that has put war 
supplies or supply houses on the prohibit- 
ed list. It is felt that to draw a sharp 
line would exclude a vast amount of good 
business on which the war hazard is 
inconsiderable in comparison with the 
amounts involved. | ; 
Marine Risks Found Profitable. : 

An_ interesting sidelight on the war is 
found in the announcement that a promi- 
nent American insurance company writ- 
ing marine risks has paid losses on forty 
vessels totally destroyed by submerines 
or mines since the beginning of the wer. 
The amounts paid totaled %$500.000, but 
nevertheless the company’s war risk» 
have proved profitable and its gross ma- 
rine premiums i od eee will a - 
000,000. 

The effect of intial: service in war on 
the mortality experience of life insurance 
companies has been an interesting subject 
of speculation since the outbreak of the 
Buropean conflict. Several American 
companies have considerable European 
business: but in fifteen months of war 
their lossca have not been large. This 
has been explained on the ground that 
at least in Burope most of the insurance 
is carried by men above the military age. 


Analysis of War Losses. 

At the recent meeting of the Actuartal 
Society of América at Philadelphia an 
analysis was given of the experience of 
the Mutual Life of New York, This com- 
pany has bad notice of losses of $400,000, 
of which $58,000 were due to the Lusi- 
tania disaster. 

Of the total claims about 40 per cent 
were incurred at ages ovér 45, and slight- 
ly over 25 per cent were incurred in each 
of the age groups 26-35 and 36-45. Claims 
amounting to over $54,000, or about 13% 
Per cent, were.on policies issued in the 
United States. In connection with about 
$300,000 of the claims knowledge was at 
hand as to the cause of death. Of these 
about one-third were killed in action, 12 
per cent died from wounds received in 
active service, and over one-third died 


from iliness and disease, due to active 


service. The balance is accounted for by 
accidents to noncombatants. 


More Casualties, Less Di 

The indications are that, compared 
with other great wars, the rate of death 
from actual warfare is increased and 
that from disease decreased.. A rough 
estimate is that the average extra mor- 
tality due to the war is about 3% per cent 
of the sum insured on the lives of com- 
batants, which is made up of a minimum. 
extra of about 7% per cent for officers 
and 1% per cent for privates. With ref- 
erence to the experience of British com- 
panies, it was remarked at the Actuarial 
society meeting that in a group of tep 
the war claims constitute about 10 per 
cent of the total claims. 

As the end of the year approaches Chi- 
cago's many casualty insurance offices 
find that their business for the year will 
show a falling off, at least in some lines. 
This is ascribed to the carpenters’ strike 
in the early part of the year. Contract 
business furnishes a considerabie volume 
of premiums in both surety and work- 
men’s compensation insurance. 

Polish Risk Company Launched. 

The organization of the Polish Unica 
Fire Insurance Company of Chicago, 
which has been incorporated with an au- 
thorized capital of $1,000,000, hes been 
placed in the hands of a committee of 
three, composed of Frank A. Kwasig- 
roch, superintendent of the Cargenter 
street postoffice in Chicago; John F. 
Jowziak of Bay City, Mich., vice presi- 
dent of the Polish Roman Catholic Union 
of America, and Dr. Francie Fronsak, 


health commissioner of Buffalo, N. Y. 


There are said to be 4,000,000 Poles in 
the United States, and it will be endeav- 
ored to place the stock among them. The 
company has received aasurances of sup- 
port from the Polish Alliance of Chicago 
and the Associated Poles of America of 
Milwaukee.

The junior fire insurance class is 
composed of those just taking up the 
course this year. The intermediate course 
is for those who have had one year of in- 
struction, and the senior class, to be in- 
augurated next year, will be for those who 
graduate from this year’s intermediate 
class.
